The | corps of engineers 
awarded the contract to Mark- 
well and Hartz Monday at Lou- 
isville. 

A contract for complete con- 
struction of the flood-control 
project will be awarded in 1967 
Officials have tentatively set 
1969 as the final completion 
date. 

Bids Opened Sept. 29 

Bids on the Carrs Fork Dam 
were opened on September 29 
of this year when Markwell and 
Hartz submitted the low' hid of 



$1391.19760 while outbidding 
four other companies. 

The dam will he constructed 
approximately two miles from 
Sassafras near the Little Dove 
Church, or 8.8 miles from the 
junction of the Carrs Fork and 
North Fork of the Kentucky 
Itiver. 

Purpose Is Flood Control 

Although the primary pur- 
pose of the dam is flood con- 
trol. the project will display 
some excellent recreation out- 
lets such as fishing, wildlife, 
swimming and maybe camping 

The dam itself will be 130 
feet high and 720 feet across, 
of earth and rock fill, with an 
elevation of 1 080 feet above 
sea level.
